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City Will Rule on Mallen Appeal

Tuesday night saw the ""ity “^ounc ’s first public 
comment on the requeste wit rav of Sallyanne 
Mallen’s appeal of her termination from her position as 
Planning Associate. The reaction was somewhat expect¬ 
ed: After listening to three days of testimony on the 
matter, the Councilmembers intend to rule on it. 

In a way, it was a meeting of good-byes, hellos, and 
changes. Tuesday night’s meeting said good-bye to some 
long-time volunteers of the community, and welcomed 
new commissioners to its volunteer staff. Mayor James 
Hester presented plaques from the City of Sierra Madre 
to Jane Kisner and Ken Crawford for their service to the 
Library Board of Trustees. Hester remarked half joking¬ 
ly that outside of the Council, the Library “spends more 
of the City’s money than anyone, and they do it very 
well.’’ Plaques were also given to Karen Nanning de 
Vries for her work with the Commission on the Aging, 
and to Corky Champlain and Lou Watanabe for their 
dedication to the Tree Commission, which Lou has 


Chaired since its inception. The Council also recognized 
the appointment of Barbara Cline to the Commission on 
the Aging, and to Denise Oen to the Library Board of 
Trustees. 

Since Sallyanne Mallen attempted to withdraw her 
appeal, it seems that her appearance at the closed ses¬ 
sion of the meeting will be another good-bye. Mallen’s 
attorney, Linda Thornton, requested the withdraw be¬ 
cause Mallen feels that regardless of whether she wins 
her case, she will still suffer the same harassment and 
bias alleged in her appeal. Debra Bray, who argued the 
case for the City, opposed the withdrawal on the grounds 
that the City had proved its case, and wanted a ruling. A 
favorable ruling for the City would be useful in the to- 
rum of any other litigation, such as the looming federal 
lawsuit Mallen has filed. A non-ruling, however, would 
lose whatever advantage Bray believes the City gained 
during the three days of hearings. 

City Attorney Charles Martin read a summary of the 
appeal, though Councilmembers were hesitant to make 
a decision with both Mallen and Thornton absent from 


City Goes High Tech to 
^ve Money, Time

Sierra Madre is mod¬ 
ernizing two systems at 
City Hall, and the resulting 
efficiency will mean big 
City savings and improved 
.service. The Public Works 
Department will see ad¬ 
vances in the water telem¬ 
etry and geographic infor¬ 
mation systems, each of 
which has been funded as 
a Capital Improvement 
Project. 

The water telemetry 
system is being upgraded 
to what Public Works Di¬ 
rector Bruce Inman and 
Public Works Supervisor 
Chris Cimino call ‘current 
standards’. Funded in the 
last fiscal year’s budget, 
the new system is expect¬ 
ed to pay for itself, said 
Inman. Currently, water 
monitoring is done with a 
number of probes, each at 
a different level. Each 
switches either on or off 
depending on whether that 
particular probe is im¬ 
mersed in water. The 
probes are located in vari¬ 
ous pumps, reservoirs, and 
wells, with roughly 8-10 in 
each. 

The new system will 
have one computerized 
unit in each source, which 
measures water pressure at 
the base and translates that 
information to volume. 
The source data is trans¬ 
mitted to a ‘smart unit’ 
which assimilates and in¬ 
terprets the data, and trans¬ 
mits them to the City’s 
maintenance facility, and 
also to City Hall. “It’s like 
the Internet,” says Inman, 
“It’s computers talking to 
each other.” 

There are six main loca¬ 
tions for water sources, 
each with various pumps, 
reservoirs, and/or wells. 
The monetary saving will 
be in terms of power used, 
and the system will in¬ 
crease capabilities for off- 
peak pumping. Cimino es¬ 
timates that by manually 
switching pumps, the City 
saved approximately 
$60,000 in energy costs

last year; the computerized 
system will also save 
man-hours. The single¬ 
unit systems, which are 
more reliable, will also be 
easier to repair when need¬ 
ed. 

The other technological 
advance which will see 
implementation soon is the 
Geographic Information 
Systems. Another comput¬ 
erization program, the 
G.I.S. is essentially a data¬ 
base. The City is purchas¬ 
ing a computer worksta¬ 
tion and a computer plot¬ 
ter, as well as software, 
which includes a variety of 
packages. One of the soft¬ 
ware purchases will in¬ 
clude AutoCad, a program 
which in addition to its 
usefulness as a component 
of G.I.S. can also be used 
for City drafting projects. 


The system will include 
a map of the City, includ¬ 
ing each lot. The City 
structure information 
comes with the software 
purchased, and is provided 
by the County. Then 
comes the fun part. Every 
.storm drain, sewer, water 
line, streetlight, tree, and 
just about everything else 
Public Works can think of 
will be superimposed on 
the City map. The program 
can be used for generating 
reports, implementing re¬ 
pair programs, or any oth¬ 
er Public Works project. It 
won’t entirely do away 
with blueprints, but will be 
“a vast improvement over 
what we have now,” says 
Inman. If a project is tak¬ 
ing place on a lot, instead 
of digging through the 
sewer blueprints...then the 


water line blueprints...then 
the storm drain 
blueprints...etc. etc., the lot 
can be called up, and all of 
things will appear in their 
proper place at a glance. 
“You do it once, and it’s on 
the computer forever,” 
says Inman. 

The G.I.S. should be in 
place by June of 1998. The 
estimated amount which 
was budgeted as a Capital 
Improvement Project was 
$24,363. Said City Admin¬ 
istrator John Davidson, 
“Both of these projects are 
going to pay for them¬ 
selves in a very short peri¬ 
od of time. They will save 
the City valuable resourc¬ 
es, and maximize the use 
of City funds. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre will continue to feel the 
benefits of these projects 
for many years to come.” 


Familiar Face, New 
Position

It’s probably not the re¬ 
duced driving time that 
made Robin Kittilsen’s 
new job seem so appeal¬ 
ing. It’s located about 50 
yards from where her old 
on6 was. If you see a fa¬ 
miliar face behind the 
counter at the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Police Department, 


that’s for a good reason. 
Robin had been a business 
license clerk at City Hall 
since May, 1988. Now, 
however, she’s been a dis¬ 
patcher since August 14. 

Dispatching is a job 
which Robin had her eye 
on for a while. Originally, 
the plan was to train her as 
a backup or relief dispatch¬ 
er to cover ill or vacation¬ 


ing employees. However, 
says Robin, “A couple of 
positions became open, 
one thing led to another, 
and here I am.” Here she 
is, a full-time dispatcher 
and welcome addition to 
the team. 

Robin is currently train¬ 
ing while on the job. In six 
to eight months, she will

the meeting. Martin noted that the Council had “dis¬ 
cussed it with Miss Thornton while she was here (in 
closed session),” but they still tried unsuccessfully to 
reach her by phone before continuing with the discus¬ 
sion. Mayor Hester prefaced the discussion with the 
remark that the Council had “bent over backwards to be 
fair,” and observed that those in the community both in 
favor of and opposed to Mallen’s appeal said that the 
Council’s “minds were open”. The Council decided to 
not accept the withdrawal of appeal. Thornton was orig¬ 
inally scheduled to file a closing brief 10 days after the 
hearing; instead, she submitted the request for withdraw¬ 
al. Though the original deadline has passed, Thornton 
will be given an additional five days to file a closing 
brief, which Bray will have ten days to respond to, fol¬ 
lowed by another brief from Thornton five days after 
that, after which the Council will deliberate and finally 
rule. 

Director of Public Works Bruce Inman brought a prop 
to his presentation at the Council meeting to introduce 
the Used Oil Recycling Pilot Program. He used alarge, 
plastic oil container to demonstrate how easy it would 
be for members of the Sierra Madre community to slip 
the container under their cars, empty the oil into the 
container, and then call for a pick-up. In order to quali¬ 
fy for the total amount of funding allotted by the State 
for this program, the City has to identify a certified oil 
reclamation center within its borders. City staff has sug¬ 
gested using City Hall’s own maintenance facility, and 
they have begun to contact local automotive businesses 
to determine their level of interest in such a program. 

The recycling program will allow Sierra Madre res¬ 
idents to easily, safely and legally dispose of their used 
motor oil at no additional cost to themselves. They would 
pick up the recycling containers at City Hall, and call the 
City for a pick-up when the container is full. Inman as¬ 
sured the Council that the “funding will be made avail¬ 
able to us when called for,” and estimated that the pro¬ 
gram would begin on October 1st. 

. Another good^jye looming on the horizon is that of 
Police Chief Joe Surgent, who stepped to the podium to 
give perhaps his final report to the Council. The next 
Councilmeeting, on September 23, will be Surgent’s 
final one as Police Chief. Surgent gave a report on the 
Citizens Option for Police Safety program (COPS), 
which appropriates $100 million from the State’s gen¬ 
eral fund for the purpose of ensuring public safety 
throughout California. The funds appropriated under 
COPS must be used for front line municipal services and 
not supplant existing funding. Sierra Madre is scheduled 
to receive $25,990 for the fiscal year 1997-98, with an 
addition of the existing balance of $14,649 plus $600 in 
interest from last year. Altogether, $41,239 will be ap¬ 
propriated into the COPS program. 

As with last year, the monies in the supplemental fund 
will go to overtime staffing for extra patrol and crime 
prevention. Several purchases for the dispatch area are 
planned, to increase efficiency. As Chief Surgent said, 
“I wasn’t going to spend the money just to spend it.” The 
Police Department also plans to set aside some of the 
funds to purchase air time from Pasadena for their po¬ 
lice helicopter. The emergency helicopter service is pro¬ 
vided free of charge, but Chief Surgent plans to use extra 
airtime for non-emergency crime prevention flights. The 
Council appropriated the monies contained in the bud¬ 
get addition as recommended, and unanimously agreed 
that they would miss Chief Surgent’s reports.

TRAP DOOR SPIDERS 


One Saturday morning 48 or so years ago I decided 
I’d like to take a little hike up the Mount Wilson Trail. 
Mom said that it was o.k. for me to go if I was back home 
early. WOW! That was neat! 

I went to my bedroom and put on my hiking shoes and 
filled my canteen with water and I was all ready to go. 
My younger brother, Jimmie came in and asked me 
where I was going. I told him I was going to take a hike 
and look for trap door spiders. 

Well, Jimmie wanted to go with me. And he kept 
pestering and pestering until I finally said to him—go ask 
Mom and if its o.k with her I’ll take you. Jimmie ran 
out to the kitchen and pleaded with Mom to let him go. 
Mom finally said o.k. Mom met me in the hall before 
we left and she asked me to take care of Jimmie and 
watch out for him because he was only six years old. I 
said o.k. What could go wrong. I’d been a big brother 
for a pretty long time, 1 could handle it. 

I had Jimmie get a couple of mason jars out of the 
garage and we were ready to go. Off we went. We lived 
on North Mountain Trail so it wasn’t far to go past Liz¬ 
zie’s Trail Inn and up the road to pick up the Mount 
Wilson Trail.

“For 
industry, utilizing P2 techniques can result in more ef¬ 
ficient less-polluting industrial processes that improve 
competitiveness and the environment,” said Leif Chris¬ 
tensen with the Local Government Commission, the 
non-profit organization coordinating P2 Week state¬ 
wide. “For the public, practicing P2 in the home, in the 
garden, and on the road through activities such as us¬ 
ing less-toxic cleaning supplies, purchasing and elec¬ 
tric mower and carpooling to work can help improve the 
quality of the local environment.” One goal of P2 Week 
is to make pollution prevention a more popular option 
with industry and the public. Organizers are achieving 
this goal through holding workshops and “clean shop” 
tours, distributing P2 fact sheets and manuals, and air¬ 
ing radio PSAs and other media outreach. For example, 
the City of Sierra Madre will be holding a tree planting 
event on September 16, in front of the elementary 
school, and will make P2 fact sheets available at the cit¬ 
izenry at several of its buildings, such as City Hall, the 
Recreation Center, Library and Senior center. The City 
recognizes that although trees do not prevent pollution, 
they are very instrumental in the removal of existing 
pollution, providing us with cleaner air and water. Those 
with questions or comments or suggestions for future 
events may contact Patty Brinkmann in the department 
of Public Works at (626)355-7135.

Dear Property Owner: 

The City of Sierra Madre and the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce are considering ideas for the 
enhancement and improvement of the downtown busi¬ 
ness district, including the areas of Kersting Court, Si¬ 
erra Madre Blvd., Baldwin Avenue, and east Montecito 
Avenue. Our goal is not to propose dramatic changes, 
but, rather, to seek subtle improvements that would 
make those four vital areas more viable business spac¬ 
es. In particular, east Montecito seems to be an area that 
is open to redevelopment efforts that Would enhance the 
properties and make the area a more vibrant business 
community. 

The new General Plan contains a number of policies 
to promote redevelopment, especially of the east Mon¬ 
tecito area, and the city is considering important chang¬ 
es and land u.se for this area and for the downtown area. 

While we have no specific ideas as to improvements 
to these areas, we do think that there are ways that they 
could be redeveloped, with your participation. Some 
funds exist that could be put to some improvements, but 
property owners must also contribute financially. At the 
same time, of course, it is important that property own¬ 
ers have a voice in what kinds of changes are made, if 
any. 

The City and the Chamber are also working togeth¬ 
er to identify potential new tenants for the vacant spaces 
in the downtown area and are talking to landlords about 
any ways they might be more flexible in their rental pol¬ 
icies and rental charges for new tenants. 

We seek your input on these important topics. We 
invite you to a short meeting on Thursday, September 
25, at 7:00 p.m. at City Hall to share ideas about down¬ 
town property improvements and space occupancy. 
This will be an informal and open discussion, with no 
specific agenda. We hope you can Join us, and we look 
forward to seeing you there.

The flier on the home at 
289 E. Alegria in Sierra 
Madre says, “Must be seen 
to appreciate all of its 
unique features.” For once, 
the subject lives up to the 
billing. Says Reni Rose of 
The Prudential Preferred 
Properties, who just listed 
the house last month, 
“Someone is going to fall 
in love with this house.” 

Walking to the front 
door, you can tell some¬ 
thing’s not quite right. The 
front door looks...well, 
broken. That’s because it 
is, sort of. It’s made of 
glass. Lots of glass. Be¬ 
tween two thick plates of 
glass, the door features 
broken glass. The shim¬ 
mering, semi-opaque ef¬ 
fect is both attractive and 
unique.

Whenever you get to a 
budget crisis, the things 
people get up in arms 
about first and foremost 
are public safety issues. 
Police and Fire decisions 
move to the front of the 
pack, with citizens saying, 
“Well, you can’t touch 
Police and Fire; take it 
from somewhere else.” At 
first glance, this makes 
sense. If your house has 
burned down, or if you’ve 
been shot, things like street 
paving, lighting, parks and 
other non-safety issues 
seem very low-priority. 
The problem is, public 
safety is a huge chunk of 
the general fund expendi¬ 
tures, and if those depart¬ 
ments are off-limits, the 
other departments tend to 
get buried. But public 
maintenance has to con¬ 
tinue. Whether we contract 
for street sweeping, light¬ 
ing, and tree trimming or 
do it ourselves, money will 
be spent on it. So where 
can money come from and 
not need to be replaced? 
Unfortunately, often the 
answer is places like Parks 
and Recreation and the Li¬ 
brary, whose very real 
benefits are often difficult 
to quantify. 

You can’t take what 
benefits Arcadians have 
derived from Parks and 
Recreation or from the Li¬ 
brary and put them in a 
neat little piechart, but 
those benefits are there, 
nonetheless. Take a trip 
with us to the Library, 
where we spoke with Kent 
Ross, City Librarian.

hours from 60/week to 52/ 
week, 46/week, or even 
40/week, with savings to 
the City general fund pro¬ 
jected at up to $145,000. 
The Library escaped these 
cuts, however. What do 
Arcadia residents get out 
of their library? Plenty. 

The 60 hours/week that 
the Arcadia Library is 
open are consistent with 
Ross’ philosophy, which is 
to mirror business hours as 
closely as possible. Put 
simply, Ross says, “People 
know during the day, 
we’re available. They 
don’t have to guess when 
we’re open.” Library 
hours are M-Th 10-9 and 
F-Sa 10-6. County librar¬ 
ies closed on some days 
but not on others, or keep¬ 
ing odd hours that vaiy day 
by day have a predictable 
effect, says Ross: “They 
give up.” 

It was only a year ago 
that the Arcadia Library 
was remodeled, expanding 
the main floor area to 
41,000 square feet. The 
daytime bookstore has also 
been open Just under one 
year. The bookstore is the 
height of cost-effective¬ 
ness in government: The 
books are donated to the 
Library, and the labor is 
volunteer. The estimated 
$20,000 in annual revenue 
is almost overhead-free. 

Why is it important to 
have such a large library? 
Well, 1,400 children regis¬ 
tered this year for the sum¬ 


mer reading program, 
which runs from June 
through August. Prizes, 
contests, and games keep 
children focused on the 
Joys of reading, a healthy, 
educational recreation. 
The Library also offers 
year-round story hours and 
special performances, de¬ 
signed specifically forcer- 
tain age groups, and Li¬ 
brary staff also goes to 
various schools. 

It’s not Just children. 
How many people go into 
the Library? An incredible 
40,000 each month. Coin¬ 
cidentally, says Ross, that 
number matches the aver¬ 
age number of books 
checked out each year: 
Between 400,000 and 
5(X),000. In the morning, 
says Ross, “Things are 
quieter. People come in 
and mostly read the peri¬ 
odicals.” In the afternoon, 
the computers get busier. 
Internet access is available 
for $ I /hour, and word pro¬ 
cessing computers can be 
rented for $3/hour, signifi¬ 
cantly less than the going 
rate at retail stores which 
offer the service. The ref¬ 
erence desk also handles 
between 3,000 and 4,000 
questions each month on a 
variety of subjects. 

Why does Kent Ross 
work as City Librarian? “I 
liked the idea of working 
with the public in a posi¬ 
tive way. We offer people 
services they want very 
cheaply or free.” Which 
makes visiting the Arcadia 
Public Library a great idea.

The City of Arcadia provides water from its under¬ 
ground water supply to over 13,000 customers. While 
Arcadia is not linked to the water supply recently found 
to have traces of the rocket fuel additive, perchlorate, 
precautionary steps were taken to have water samples 
analyzed by a state Certified Laboratory. Water samples 
taken in August from all of Arcadia’s wells revealed no 
traces of this contaminant. 

The Water Division of the Arcadia Maintenance Ser¬ 
vices Department tests all wells regularly, consistently 
meeting or exceeding established health and safety stan- 
dards for the protection of Arcadia citizens.

Arcadia, CA - In an effort to address the unmet 
healthcare needs of children in the Central San Gabriel 
Valley, proceeds from the Methodist Hospital 
Foundation's Seventh Annual Crystal Ball will help fund 
a community outreach program in collaboration with lo¬ 
cal schools.

window to let in the sun, if 
desired. It it’s not desired, 
the vertical blinds are akso 
opened and shut with the 
touch of a button. The 
house is also equipped 
with a security system. 

The floor is heated alumi¬ 
num (push-button operat¬ 
ed), and the carpets are a 
pretty shade of blue-silver.
